lu The Cardboard and Paper Mill in Sladki Vrh ( Sv gssenberg) , lies south of the 
Mura River and has a funicular railway connecting it with the St, llj rail- 
road station. The mil, formerly owned by SESSlf, a Zagreb Jew,, was nations!- 
iv;ed in 1945 and is now under the /fariedietior of the Slovene Mi nistrv of Lujew 
'^ r- Machinery of the mill, in general? , is fairly old and worn.. According 
to the f xv e-year plan, the factory is scheduled to bo enlarged by addition of 
a new paper manufacturing department, a new drying department, three new work 
chops, and a home, mess and sport field for the workers*. 

The mill has it a own hydr6~eleetric power station with three turbines, and 
(luring the winter month^or if the water level is low, two steam engines can 
be us ad to supply power. 

The mill employs approximately 350 workers; tha men receive an average of 
16 Dinars per hour and the women average 10 Dinars per hou-. Tha plant operates 
in three eight-hour shifts, and some of the factory workers live on the factory 

grounds *
